The onion souffle suggested in the 
luncheon menu offers an excellent 
way to use up the left-over et- 
able. Very often about one-half or 
three-fourths of a cup of cooked 
onions are left from a meal and the 
cook throws them away, thinking 
there's no attractive way to make 
them over. Creamed or fried onions 
can be used as well as plain boiled 
ones. In the case -of fried ones, re- 
duce the amount of butter in mak- 
ing the sauce. 

Onion Souffle. 

Three-fourths cup onions rubbed 
through a eieve, 2 tablespoons but- 
ter, 3 tablespoons fiour, 1-2 cup milk 
2 eggs, salt and peppér. 

Melt butter, atir in flour and wher 
perfectly blended slowly add miik; 
stirring constantly. Add onion pulp’ 
and bring mixture to the boiling 
point. Season with galt and pepper
